РАЈ THE CHAMPION DEVON. 

The Show, as а whole, is an extremely good 
one; the great feature of it, so far as cattle are 
concerned, being the excellence of the Devon and 
the cross-bred classes. ‘The Devon steer which 
won the Champion Plate of a Hundred Guineas 
for Mr. John Wortley, of Frettenham, Norwich, is 
a beautiful animal. Shown at Norwich, three 
weeks ago, he won the first prize in his class; but 
was defeated in a contest for the championship by 
а cross-bred heifer belonging to Mr. J.J. Colman, 
as well as by one of the Queen’s shorthorns. He 
was then sent on to Birmingham, where he was 
again given the first prize in his class, and the 
special prize for the best of his breed; but in the 
final contest for the Elkington Challenge Plate, 
he was passed over in favour of two or three 
others, including a black polled heifer and a 
Hereford, both of which were also brought on 
to Islington. Yet Mr. Wortley’s steer was at 
Islington preferred to all four of these animals, 
and was declared to be, the best of the whole 
Show.

The whole of the Queen's entries are cattle, 
for her Majesty has given up showing the pigs 
for which the Prince Consort's Shaw Farm has 
long been famous ; butthe Prince of Wales sends 
sheep as well as cattle from Sandringham. Не 
has four entries of the latter and five of the 
former, but he wins only two minor prizes.

The Earl of Coventry, as usual, showed some 
very good Herefords, but the best of this breed 
was Mr. Caddick's heifer, which was so near 
winning the Elkington Challenge Plate at 
Bingley Hall. The shorthorn classes filled well, 
there being sixty-three entries, as against only 
thirty-five Herefords, and among them was Mr. 
R. Wright’s roan steer, which has been exhibited 
several times this season, winning the special 
prize at Bingley Hall for the best shorthorn. He 
did not meet at Birmingham Mr. Bruce’s Scotch 
steer, which was on Monday awarded the cup for 
the best shorthorn at Islington. 

The Scotch Polled classes suffered not a little 
by the abstention of Mr. Clement Stephenson 
and one or two other constant exhibitors; but, 
still, there were thirty-nine entries in the 
four classes, among them being Mr. Wilken’s 
three-year-old heiter, which carried all before 
her at Birmingham. The four cross-bred classes 
contained no fewer than sixty entries, and the 
very last on the list was a heifer only twenty- 
one months, a cross between the Polled Aberdeen 
and the Shorthorn exhibited by Mr. Macgregor, 
a farmer in the North of Scotland. This heifer, 
though scaling only 13 cwt. 2 qrs. 4 1b., is, for her 
age, во perfect in shape, and so promising, that 
the judges placed her first against nineteen com- 
petitors, and, without hesitation, awarded her 
the Cup for the best of the cross-bred cattle. 
The Earl of Tankerville’s cross-bred steer, with 
so much of the wild Chillingham blood in his 
veins, was exhibited among these cross-breds.

The Champion Plate for the best pen of sheep 
in the Show was awarded to the Shropshire 
breed which has not achieved a like distinction 
since Lord Chesham won it in 1877; while the 
Duke of Hamilton, whose pigs of the small black 
breed are among the agricultural wonders of 
Suffolk, has scored a very remarkable. success 
with them, winning three first prizes and three 
Cups and Champion Plates with only three entries.

Tree’s felicitous choice has been amply just- 
ified by the result. Before a large audience, 
in which were to be recognised not a few 
celebrities, Mr. C. Haddon  Chambers's 
romantic play of “ Captain Swift" was 
performed for the 100th time on Satur- 
day night, the Eighth of December.

The studied self-command of this handsome 
young outcast of Society reaches the culminating

He 
flies, pallid with want and hunger, to the 
rooms of Mr. Gardiner, the rich Queensland 
squatter, who befriends the refugee Captain 
Swift in his hour of need, and would aid 
his escape. His crowning act of sacrifice— 
suicide to save his mother and the girl he loves 


from exposure—brings to a tragic close one of the | 


best-written and best-acted pieces London has 
seen for many a day. 
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** Captain Swift” (which is bound to run at the 
Haymarket for another hundred nights, at least) 
has also afforded Mr. Macklin the opportunity 
to come to the front rank in the very naturally- 
acted part of Mr. Gardiner, whose many word- 
fences with Wilding are of such value to the 
play. This is, to my mind, by far the best thing 
Mr. Macklin has done, inasmuch as it is the 
most natural.

THE NEW ENGLISH COMMANDER. 

The Egyptian coastguard steamer Nur - el- 
Bahr arrived on Dec. 7 from Suez with General 
Grenfell, Colonel Kitchener, Major Settle, 
Surgeon-Major Rogers, Lieut.-Colonel Rhodes 
(the military secretary to General Dormer), and 
Lieutenant Middlemas (Inspector-General of the 
Coastguard) on board. ‘The Mansourah also 
arrived with two companies of the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers, under Major Dixon, and with 
drafts for the Egyptian army. 


COLONEL KITCHENER’S CAVALRY 
RECONNAISSANCE. 


Colonels Kitchener Pasha and Barrow on Satur- 
day last made a reconnaissance, with the Egyptian 
cavalry, of the enemy’s position, and succeeded 
in getting round to the right rear of the Arab 
trenches. The enemy’s horsemen then charged, 
and the Egyptians retired under cover of the fire 
of the forts. They lost one killed and two 
wounded. ‘The enemy’s loss is unknown. The 
sailors of the ships of war, under the direction of 
Captains May and Paget, have mounted a sixty- 
four pounder gun on a bank near the left of the 
water fort. 


MORE: REINFORCEMENTS. 


On Saturday the Damanhour arrived at 
Souakim with the head-quarters of the Scottish 
Borderers, and yesterday the Shibeen returned 
from Kosseir, bringing down the 9th Soudanese 
Battalion under Kempster Bey, and three English 
officers. This regiment is considered to be the 
finest in the Egyptian army, and has several 
times greatly distinguished itself. It was pre- 
sented with colours by the officers and men of the 
79th Regiment as a token of their admiration for 
the gallantry it displayed at the engagement of 
Ginnis. The battalion performed the march 
from Korusko to Kosseir in five days and a half, 
a great performance. 


PEPPERING THE ENEMY. 


The British Commander on Monday began 
offensive operations with energy, a heavy artillery 
fire being opened by all the forts upon the

General Grenfell telegraphed to Cairo on Mon- 
day that deserters from Handoub state that 
Osman Digna is there, with 2000 men, who will 
march to defend the trenches when they are 
attacked. Itis presumed that General Grenfell 
asked for more troops; otherwise (says a Cairo 
correspondent) it seems inadvisable to delay the 
attack until the arrival of Osman Digna, thus 
giving the rebels time to obtain reinforcements.
